ARCADE BAB. 


MUTILATION OF DOGS. 


Ear and Tall Cropping and the Operation 


Knowu as "Worming." 


The fashionable mutilations to which 


the dog has been subjected ate threo in 
number—oai and tail cropping, and the 
strange operation known as "worm- 
ing " Though the law prohibits the 
performance of the operations which 
load to these mutilations, yot at least 
two of them aro still carried ont surrep- 
titiously, and tho third, "\vorraing," 
may also be practiced At any rate I 
have seen it done in my young days. It 
and the tail ciopping can boast of a 
venerable antiquity, and they also had 
their raison d'etro in a superstitious be- 
lief in their efficacy in preventing mad- 
ness or rabies 
So long as tho time of 


Columolla, the Roman writer on agri- 
vujtpio, tbe mutilation of the. clog's tnjj 
was a popular and favonto procedure 
As ho tells us jn Ins "De Re Rnstica" 
that tho shephejdp Jjpjieve that if, oi) 
the fortieth day after tlio birth olLa prip, 
tho last.bone of Ha tail \veia bitten off, 
the sine\v (bohovefl to be a vorm) would 
follow tho plooe, after this tha tail 
would not glow and the dog could not 
become rabid 


This superstitious notion has prevailed 


for ages, and may still be entertained 
in certain quarters. However this may 
be, tho fashion of removing a portion of 
tho t ul of many breeds of dogs is quite 
common, and if it is done with a view 
to Iho pjevention of madness, it is at 
any rate considered most desirable for 
these animals to have a short, blnnt tail, 
because it improves their appearance 
Some dogs have scarcely any tail left 
I hove seen grooms and dog fanciers bite 
off puppies' tails as o matter of busi- 
nflss, and some of these people have 
shown mo a fragment of sinew attached 
to the amputated portion as the "worm 
in the tail." 


It should be noted, in speaking of this 


fashion, that a mongrel dog has been 
termed n "cur" (Latin ourtus, or crop- 
tailed,) because it usually had the ta:} 
shortened, and according to ancient for 
est laws, a- man who had no right to the 
privilege of the chase was obliged to 
out off the tail of his dog, on the plea 
that, if a dog has no tail to net as a 
rudder, he cannot hunt game —Nine- 
teenth ConturJ

and 22 of "An Act to Create a Board of 
County Commissioners and to deilne 
their powers and duties" 


Section 1. Section 16 of said Act be 


so amended ns to read as follows: 


Section 
sixteen.

Board of 


County Commissioners shall not for 
any purpose contract debts or liabili 
ties, except those expressly authorized 
by law, and whenever debts or liabili 
ties have been created, which added to 
the salaries of county officers and other 
estimated liabilities, fixed by law for 
the remainder of the year, shall equa' 
the money on hand in the treasury al 
the time applicable to the payment of 
such salaries and said other liabilities, 
that no allowance shall be made of any 
account, nor shall any expense be in 
curred other than salaries and fees and 
Bxed liabilities, expressly authorized 
by law during the remainder of said 
year. 


Section 2. That section 22 of said 


Act be amended so as to read as fol- 
.ows: 


Section twenty-two. Any person be- 


,ng a resident and taxpayer of the 
:ounty may appear before and file with 
the Board of County Commissioners of 
he county wherein he resides written 
objections to the allowance of any 
;laim or claims, demand or demands 
against the county. Such objections 
n writing shall properly describe the 
laim or demands objected to, and the 
Joard of County Commissioners shall 
lie the same and embody such objsct 
ons in the record of thnir proceeding 
and lay such claims or demands on th 
table for a definite period of time, n 
less than ten days, at the expiration o 
which time they may proceed to con 
sider the claims or demands so objecte 
to, together with the objections, unles 
proceedings have been instituted in 
court of competent jurisdiction to de 
termine the validity of such claims o 
demands.

How the Citizens of n Kansas Town 


. Avoided tho Payment of CTnjuit Obli- 


gation**. 
The Twentieth Cintury alludes to the 


way the city of Humboldt, Kan., paid 
off its bonds as a good criterion for 
the people to be guided by in paying 
off the fraudulent bonds recently bar- 
gained by Cleveland to the Botbchild 
gold syndicate. It says: 


"As the time may not be far distant 


when the people will repudiate the 
bands sold without their knowledge or 
consent, the experience of Humboldt, a 
town in Kansas may be interesting. 
Sixteen years ago bonds to the amount 
of |175,000 were issued for the purpose 
of building a railroad, and a later and 
second issue to the amount $25,000 was 
made. The road wag started and a rail- 
way bank constructed. That was all. 
A rail was never laid; a locomotive or a 
car never appeared, and the people, 
fully alive to the situation, repudiated 
the bonds. But the bondholders ? O! 
they put the machinery of the law in 
motion, only to find that in all the city 
there was not an official upon whom to 
serve a legal document. For 16 years 
Humboldt has been a prosperous city, 


any expense be incurred other than fo 
fixed liabilities expressly authorize 
by law. 


The courts have repeatedly deoidec 


that the Board of County Commission 
ers being creatures of the statute, hav 
no powers except what are given them 
by the statute, therefore they have n 
authority to run the county in dob 
except for fixed liabilities, such as th 
payment of salaries, the maintainanc 
of public institutions, support of th 
destitute etc.
